_ HIGH COURT OF JUSTICIARY. 
Lory Apvocats againff Davoren and Harieap. 

Yefterday morning, came. on before the High 
Court of Jutticiary, the trial of Daniel Davoren 
and’ Miles fialhead, both foldiers in the 56th regi- 
meat of foot, at prefent cantoned in the Cattle of 
Edinburgh, indiaed’at the inftance of his Majetty’s 
omens, for the crimes-of {treet and highway rob- 

ery. 

The libel fets forth, That on Tuefday the 14th, 
or early in the morning of Wednefday the 1th day 
of November laft,. the faid Danicl Davoren and 
Miles Halhead, did both and each, or one or other 
f'them; attack Charles Maclaggan lace-weaver in 
Edinburgh, in the Grafs-market of Edinburgh, and 
did then and there forcibly take from and rob him of 
‘one Shilling and three halfpence of money belonging 
to him, and likewife-of a pair of {pedtacles : As al- 
Ti“ that in the fame night or morning, they dad -¥io- 
Teatly affault' James Alexander, fervant to’ Helen 

_Richardfon, widow of Alexander Greig: late carter 
1%, Canongate, on'tlie road leading from the foot of 
«ithe anongate to the town of Leith, near to the 
: farm-houfe of Nether Quarry-holes ; and having 
, thrown. the faid James Alexander to the ground, 
2 they did then and there, both aod each, or one or 
. ther of them, forcibly take from and rob him of a

Fames Alexander was next examined. He de- 
| two carts, early in-the morning ofehy rygth or No- 

vember lal and, as he believed, between three and 
four o’clock of that morning, a perfon laid hold of 
the firlt horfe, while two others leapt ioto the cart 
where he was fitting: That he immediately got out 
of the cart, and endeavoured to make his efcape by 
flight ; but was purfued by all the three, laid hold 
of, thrown to the ground, cut with a knife in the 
mouth, with which he fufpected they, meant to cut 
his throat, and was robbed of a filver watch. The 
witnefs faid, he had only a penny in bis pocket ; “but 
whether it was taken from him, or dropped out 
of his pocket in the fcufle, he could not fay. The 
witnefs defcribed the three perfons who affaulted 
and robbed him as being drefled in foldiers clothes, 
with white waiftcoat and breeches, their coats faced 
with green or blue ; he could not be. certain, which, 
as it was dark ; and their. hats .bound round. with 
white. He could not fwear to any of the’pannels. 
The witnefs was afked, if he would know the watch 
again of which he had been robbed? He faid, he 
would ; defcribed the watch, chain, andvfeal s and 
mentioned the maker’s name and number. ‘The 
watch was produced, and he fwore it was the fame 
that he had been robbed of. Several other witnefl- 
es were called, who proved the watch to be the pro- 
perty of James Alexander. 

Robert Crofby, day-labourer, refidenter in Portf- 
burgh, was afterwards examined. He gave an ac- 
count of being in the houfe of John Grant, change- 
keeper in the Grafs-market, from the evening of the 
rqth, till late in the morning of the 15th of lat 
month: ‘That before he left the houfe, three fol- 
ders care; Tit Tt, and TOON alter a fquabble enftucd 
concerning a watch: That the witnefs, and fome o- 
ther perfons then in the houfe, having heard the 
noife, joined their company, when they found that 
Davoren and Thomas Rider were the two principal 
difputants, each infifting it was their property :, That 
the watch, in the f{cuffle, fell in the floors and. the 
witnels fufpedcting it had not been properly come by, 
infifted that the maker’s name and number fhould be 
taken, and the watch left with the landlord of the 
houfe, which.was accordingly done ; and Daveron 
wrote upon a flip of paper his name, and the number 
of his barrack: That one of the foldiers afterwards 
went to the Caftle for a corpotal and party, who 
having arrived, carried away Davoren and Halhead 
prifoners. lias Tucker, Catharine, Granty, and 
fome others corroborated the teftimany of Crofby.. .

The Judges delivered their 
opinions, agretiog very much in fenciments with Mr 
Solicitor General ; bur, as the demand came in fa- 
vourof a pannel, and ag. they wifhed to grant every 
igdu!pence on that acedynt, allowed the proof to be 
‘brought. Fwowitnefles were accordingly exami- 
ned, “who proved the knife to be Rider’s property. . 

Mr Stewart then, inorder to flow that Riser 
was the perfon who planned the robberies, and the 
molt guilty of the three, adduced two foldieis, who 
proved that Rider came.to them early on the morn- 
ing of the 15th ult. when on guard at General Mac- 
kay’s houfe, and informed them, that having milled 
or ftolen a watch, and another perfon having taken 
poflefion of it, if they would go along with him, 
and one of them perfonage a corporal, he would re- 
cover the watch... Rider, at the fame time, took out 
of his pocket a corporal’s knot, which he wifhed one 
of them would affix to his thoulder.

One of them, however, 
accompanied Rider to Grant’s houfe, where he faw 
Davoren in the a¢t of writing, as formerly mention- 
éd,-and remained there only three of four minutes.

The proof being clofed on both fides, Mr Solici- 
tor’ General Dundas addreffed the Jury on the part 
of the Crown, and Mr William Stewart for the pan- 
nel. Lord Hailes, who had been chofen Prefident 
in abfence of the Lord Juftice Clerk, afterwards 
delivered a moft accurate and diftin& charge, and 
appointed the Jury to return their verdict this day 
at one o'clock. ‘The Jury accordingly then return- 
ed'their verdict, “ all in one voice, finding Daniel 
‘Davoren guilty of both robberies libelled; but, by 
a plurality of voices, finding the libel not proven. as 
to Miles Halhead.”

(plades\of execution on Wednefdoy the 17th. of Ja- 
inuary next.
